NEW HOME OF THE MERCHANTS AND MECHANICS SAVINGS BANK

Plan to Fit Up Upper
Stories for Office

Purposes-

At the time of the construction of the
building at the northwest corner of
Seventh and G streets northwest whloh
belongs to the era when the Mansard
root was favored by architects as a fit-
ting climax to a handsome structure It

most attractive in Interior furnishings
Tho bank will occupy the ground floor
while the uppor stories will be fitted up
for ofllce purposes

Seventh street will have then become
the center for banking houses five of
thorn being located on it north of Penn-
sylvania avenue

The cost of the alterations is placed
at l5000 which added to the price paid
for the building will represent an In-

I think that one of the ways by
which thefts from the United States
Treasury might be preventedIs the

I think that the man who holds a
